PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Ware  Rural  District. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  of 
the  Rural  District  of  Ware  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967. 

The  population increase  showed  little  change  from  that  of  1966  but 
was  in  fact  10  less  with  a  total  of  12,960.  On  examination,  however, 
the  increase  of  180  for  the  year  showed  that  this  was  largely  made  up 
of  a  big  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  of  89,  while 
the  inward  migration  amounted  only  to  91.  The  deaths  for  the  year  showed 
a  considerable  fall  totalling  47,  the  I966  figure  being  166  and  that  for 
1967  being  119*  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  we re  no  maternal 
deaths,  no  infant  deaths  and  no  suicides. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  was  excellent  with  nothing  which 
calls  for  comment,  except  the  small  Measles  epidemic. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  important .event  of  the  year  was  the  formal 
opening  in  June  of  the  joint  main  drainage  scheme.  This  scheme,  undertaken 
in  conjunction  with  Braughing  Rural  District  Council,  serves  four  villages, 
Much  Hadham,  Little  Hadham,  Widford  and  Vareside ,  of  which  the  two  latter 
are  in  Ware  R.D.C.  The  scheme,  stretching  over  7  miles  of  undulating 
countryside,  necessitated  a  separate  drainage  area  for  each  village,  with 
individual  pumping  stations.  The  treatment  works,  situated  in  a  pleasant 
valley,  are  designed  to  serve  an  ultimate  population  of  3 >500.  Already 
148  dwellings  in  Widford  and  Wareside  are  connected  to  main  drainage. 

Each  of  the  two  authorities  maintains  the  sewers  in  its  own  district,  but 
the  Works  are  under  the  control  of  Ware  R.D.C.  The  Council  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  inception  of  this  valuable  scheme  which  took  some 
two  years  to  complete. 

Once  more  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  both  to  the  Chairman  and  the 
Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  encouragement.  I  am  grateful 
to  Mr.  Goold,  Mr.  Cuthbertson  and  Mr.  Parry  for  their  unfailing  assistance 
and  to  Miss  Ditton  for  her  excellent  clerical  help.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  ready  help.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  population  increase  in  1967  was  180  compared  with  190  the  previous 
year.  The  total  figures  for  196?  were  12,960,  those  for  1966  having  been 
12,780.  Hie  natural  increase  was  89,  which  was  a  marked  improvement  on 
the  1966  figure  of  32,  but  this  was  offset  b5r  an  inward  migration  of  only 
91 ,  as  against  158  in  1966. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  3751  to  3845.  The  number 
of  houses  per  acre  remained  at  0.13,  the  number  of  persons  per  acre  increased 
from  C.44  to  0.45  and  the  number  of  persons  per  house  remained  unchanged  at 

3.4. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  number  of  live  births  rose  from  198  to  208,  giving  a  live  birth 
rate  of  16.05  compared  with  16.5  for  the  County  and  17*2  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  still-births  rose  from  4  to  6,  while  the  infant  deaths  (deaths 
in  infants  under  one  year)  fell  from  4  to  0.  Once  again  there  were  no 
maternal  deaths. 


while  there  was  a  small  increase  in  the  number  of  live  births,  deaths 
at  all  ages  fell,  on  the  other  hand,  from  166  to  119,  &  considerable 
reduction  of  47.  This  gave  a  death  rate  of  9«l8  compared  with  the  County 
figure  of  8.9  and  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.2. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Once  again,  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease ,  with 
a  total  of  35  cases.  Of  these,  18  were  due  to  Coronary  disease,  but  9  out 
of  these  18  were  over  the  age  of  75*  8  were  in  the  age  group  65  -  75? 
while  one  was  between  the  ages  of  55  and  65. 

Malignant  disease  in  every  form  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central 
nervous  system  we re  each  responsible  for  20  deaths.  In  the  former  category 
there  were  only  3  deaths  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  in  the  latter,  13 

out  of  the  20  deaths  occurred  in  patients  over  the  age  of  75. 

There  were  only  2  accidental  deaths,  1  caused  by  a  motor  accident  and 

1  due  to  a  pulmonary  embolism  following  a  fractured  femur  caused  by  a  fall. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  there  were  no  deaths  in  infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  no  maternal  deaths  and  no  suicides. 

In  all,  59  out  of  119  deaths  happened  over  the  age  of  75. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Early  in  the  year  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  numbering  96  in 
all  and  occurring  mainly  in  the  first  quarter,  while  in  the  summer,  12 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  recorded. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning, 
which  reflects  credit  in  the  surveillance  exercised  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors . 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  year  which  began  with  75  cases  on  the  register  ended  with  77? 
of  which  68  were  pulmonary  and  9  non -pulmonary.

Hie  area  is  served  by  the  Hertford  County  Hospital,  Hertford, 
the  Herts  and  Essex  General  Hospital,  Bishop's  Stortford,  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  Hospital,  Welwyn  Garden  City  and  the  Princess  Alexandra 
Hospital,  Harlow,  Essex. 

Patients  with  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  either  to  St.  Ann *s 
Hospital,  Tottenham  or  Highlands  Hospital,  Winchmore  Hill,  N, 21, 
(formerly  South  Lodge  Hospital). 


Western  House,  Ware,  has  two  portions,  a  hospital  for  Chronic  Sick 
and  Part  III  accommodation  under  the  National  Assistance  Act. 

The  hospital  contains  87  beds,  of  which  66  are  for  women  and  21  for 
men.  It  is  expected  to  close  in  April  1968  for  construe tional  work  and 
then  patients  will  be  accommodated  in  other  hospitals  in  the  Group. 

The  work  to  be  undertaken  will  include  new  sanitary  annexes  and  baths, 
showrers,  modernisation  of  kitchens,  improved  heating,  extensions  to  day 
rooms  and  the  construction  of  concrete  ramps  from  the  first  floor  to  the 
ground  at  the  rear  of  the  building  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  patients. 

Part  III  accommodation  remains  unchanged  and  can  take  approximately 
190  persons  of  whom  half  are  generally  males  and  half  females.  Increasing 
emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  reception  of  psycho-geriatric  patients 
who  require  special  nursing. 


MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 


Six  doctors  practise  in  Ware  Rural  District. 

There  are  no  Dental  Surgeons  in  the  District  but  the  area  is  served 
by  Dental  Surgeons  at  Hertford,  Hoddesdon,  Ware,  Buntingford  and  Bishop Ts 
Stortford. 

OTHER  SERVICES 

There  is  an  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  at  Standon  and  Puckeridge; 
also  an  independently  managed  "Welcome  Club®1  with  a  membership  of  120 
persons. 

Women's  Institutes  are  active  at  ten  centres  in  the  District.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Two  parishes  in  the  southern  extremity  of  the  District,  Great  Amwell 
and  Stanstead  St.  Margarets,  are  within  the  Statutory  area  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  supplied  by  them  v/ith  a  public  supply  of 
water.  The  source  is  the  Rye  Common  Pumping  Station  and  there  is  a 
reservoir  at  Hertford  Heath.  The  water  is  subject  to  filtration  and 
chlorination.  It  is  hard  chalk  water. 

The  remainder  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley 
Water  Company*  The  source  of  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company’s  supply  is 
^  pumping  station  at  Standon  where  there  are  two  boreholes  in  the  chalk. 
The  water  is  pumped  into  supply  after  chlorination.  A  water  tower  at 
Old  Hall  Green  acts  as  a  balancing  reservoir* 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  general  scheme  of  supply  during  the 

year. 


PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLY 

Within  the  District  there  are  approximately  130  properties  being 
served  by  a  private  water  supply. 

Soutine  sampling  has  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  in  most 
cases  the  bacteriological  quality  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory* 

In  instances  where  the  source  of  the  supply  has  been  suspect,  occupants 
have  been  advised  to  boil  all  water  before  use  and  wherever  possible  advice 
has  been  given  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  supply.

In  addition  to  samples  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
analysis,  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  send  monthly  reports  of  bacteriological 
sampling  to  this  Council.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Standon  and  Puckeridge . 

These  two  villages  provide  a  common  drainage  area  and  sewers  have  been 
laid  to  a  point  in  Paper  Mill  Lane,  Standon,  from  which  the  sewage  is  raised 
to  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works  south  of  the  village.  These  works  consist  of  a 
receiving  chamber,  balancing  tank,  sedimentation  tank  and  duplicate  rotary 
percolating  filters,  followed  by  humus  tanks.  Puckeridge  has  expanded 
rapidly  over  the  past  few  years  and  the  works  have  reached  saturation  point 
for  proper  treatment  of  the  sewage .  Any  further  development  will  lead  to 
over-loading.  The  Council  have  prepared  a  scheme  for  extensions  which 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
approved  in  principle. 

Colliers  End 


A  scheme  for  sewering  the  Colliers  End  area  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  and  work  commenced  in  196?*  Disposal  will 
be  at  the  Standon  Sewage  Works. 
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High  Cross  and  Wadesmill 


These  two  villages  which  are  at  the  southern  end  of  the  Standon 
parish  are  drained  to  a  pumping  station  at  Wadesmill  from  which  sewage 
is  raised  to  join  the  Ware  Urban  District  Council  sewers' at 
the  Urban  District  boundary  on  the  main  Cambridge  Road,  The  sewage  is 
ultimately  disposed  of  at  Rye  Meads, 

Great  Amwell  and  St,  Margarets 

Great  Amwell  parish  may  be  divided  for  drainage  purposes  into 
four  areas, 

(1)  Hertford  Heath,  which  is  drained  through  an  outfall  (which  is  a 
joint  responsibility  of  the  Ware  and  Hertford  Rural  District  Councils) 
to  the  Hertford  Borough  disposal  works  at  Hertford. 

(2)  The  Haileybury  College  area  which  is  drained  by  means  of  a  main 
sewer  to  the  sewers  of  the  Hoddesdon  Urban  District  Council  and  eventually 
disposed  of  by  them  to  Rye  Meads,  Some  properties  in  Hoddesdon  Urban 
District  make  use  of  this  outfall. 

(3)  The  southern  portion  of  Great  Amwell  village,  which  includes  what 
is  known  as  the  Gypsy  Lane  area  and  the  old  Mylne  Estate .  This  is 
drained  on  each  side  of  a  water  shed  to  ultimately  join  at  the  St. Margarets 
pumping  station  from  whence  the  sewage  is  pumped  into  the  Middle  Lee  Trunk 
Sewer  and  the  sewage  disposed  of  at  Rye  Meads,  Properties  in  Hoddesdon 
Urban  District  are  drained  to  this  system  in  the  Stanstead  Road  and 

St.  Margarets  Road  areas. 

(4)  The  Northern  portion  of  the  village  (Lower  Road  and  Church  Path)  is 
drained  to  a  pumping  station  discharging  to  St.  Margarets  pumping  station 
and  ultimately  to  Rye  Meads. 

Stanstead  Abbots. 


This  village  is  drained  to  a  point  in  Accommodation  Road  where  the 
Council  once  had  a  pumping  station  and  connected  directly  to  the  Middle 
Lee  Trunk  Sewer.  Sewage  is  disposed  of  at  Rye  Meads.  After  the  connection 
of  the  Hunsdon  outfall,  surcharging  took  place  at  Marsh  Lane  and  a  scheme 
for  a  relief  sewer  has  been  prepared.  The  work  is  scheduled  for  early  1968, 

Hunsdon. 


The  village  is  drained  to  a  pumping  station  near  Bonningtons,  From 
there  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  Stanstead  Abbots  and  connected  to  the  Middle 
Lee  Trunk  Sev/er,  the  outfall  being  the  Rye  Meads  Sewage  Works. 
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Eastwick 


This  village  is  drained  to  the  Stort  Valley  trunk  sewer 
discharging  to  Rye  Meads  sewage  disposal  scheme . 

Gilston 

'The  Pye  Corner  section  of  this  village  is  sewered  and 
connected  to  the  Stort  Valley  trunk  sewer  which  discharges  to  the 
Rye  Meads  Disposal  works. 

Dane  End. 


The  village  of  Dane  End  in  the  parish  of  Little  Munden  has  been 
sewered  and  sewage  disposal  works  constructed  in  the  village.  Works 
of  extension  were  commenced  in  1967  to  accommodate  Haultwick  and 
Green  End  and  provide  for  future  development  at  Dane  End.  The  works 
upon  completion  of  the  extension  will  consist  of  a  pump  house f 
balancing  tank,  upward  flow  sedimentation  tank,  percolating  filters 
and  humus  tank.  Sludge  will  be  dried  on  sludge  beds.  The  effluent 
will  be  irrigated  over  land. 

Haultwick 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  connect  the  drainage  of  Haultwick 
to  the  Dane  End  works  via  Green  End.  A  pumping  station  has  been 
built  at  Haultwick  and  the  scheme  will  be  completed  in  1968.  The 
village  of  Green  End  was  connected  in  196?* 

Widford  &  Wareside 


A  scheme  to  drain  these  two  villages  in  conjunction  with  Much 
Hadham  in  the  Braughing  Rural  District  commenced  in  1964  was  completed 
in  1966.  In  addition  to  sedimentation  tanks  and  filters  the  works 
include  a  sludge  thickening  tank  to  reduce  the  water  content  before 
discharge  to  the  drying  beds  and  sand  filters  are  used  following  the 
humus  tank.  The  effluent  is  discharged  to  the  River  Ash  which 
experiences  very  low  flows  during  the  summer.  The  standard  required 
by  the  River  Board  is  20/10.  This  standard  has  been  well  maintained.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Cesspools 

The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  to  discourage  the  construction 
of  small  water-tight  cesspools  and  encourage  the  construction  of  septic 
tanks  with  either  filters  or  land  irrigation. 
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There  are  few  conventional  type  cesspools  as  far  as  is  known,  although 
many  old  cesspools  used  as  septic  tanks  are  in  need  of  improvement* 

The  making  of  improvement  grants  has  helped  to  improve  the  drainage  of 
many  houses  and  has  provided  modern  type  septic  tanks.  All  new  houses 
built  where  main  drainage  is  not  available  must  have  well  designed 
septic  tanks. 

The  Council  remove  sludge  from  septic  tanks  once  a  year  by  means  of 
their  two  cesspool  emptying  vehicles.  The  work  is  done  to  a  definite 
time  table  and  all  occupiers  of  premises  know  to  within  a  week  when  the 
tank  will  be  de-sludge d.  Tanks  which  are  too  small  or  otherwise 
inadequate  to  deal  with  drainage  of  the  premises  and  need  to  be  emptied 
more  frequently  are  dealt  with  under  contract  to  the  owner  or  by  menas 
of  a  request  to  the  Council.  One  emptying  per  year  allowed  free  of 
charge  by  the  Council  is  carried  out  in  rotation  according  to  the 
timetable . 

Any  emptying  taken  out  of  turn  extra  to  the  annual  emptying  has  to 
be  paid  for  on  the  scale  of  charges  in  force  at  the  time.  At  the 
moment  the  charge  is  £ 4  per  load  of  approximately  1,000  gallons,  with  a 
minimum  charge  of  £4.  Os.  Od.  Cesspools  or  septic  tanks  which  are  in 
the  vicinity  of  public  sewers  and  lie  within  the  area  shown  on  the 
Council’s  resolution  map  are  charged  at  £5  minimum  8r £5.  per  load  and  are 
not  emptied  free  of  charge  at  any  time 


Pail  Closets 

On  31st  March  196??  the  pail  closet  collection  service  was 
terminated  except  for  areas  in  Haultwick,  Green  End  and  Colliers  End 
which  are  to  be  sewered. 

The  service  in  Haultwick  and  Green  End  was  scheduled  to  cease  at 
31st  December,  1967  but  as  this  section  was  not  completed  in  time  the 
service  was  extended  to  31st  March,  1968. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  pail  closets  was  reduced  to 
approximately  110  due  to  the  provision  of  new  sewers  and  the  withdrawal 
of  the  pail  emptying  service  which  gave  added  impetus  to  the  conversions. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  the  district.  One  side¬ 
loading  vehicle  of  12  cubic  yards  capacity  and  a  Dennis  Paxit  are  used 
with  a  second  side  loader  in  reserve . 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  central  tip  near  Downfield  Farm, 

Ware .  One  man  is  employed  approximately  four  days  per  week  on  the  tip 
and  uses  a  Weatherill  shovel  for  the  purpose  of  rolling  and  covering 
the  refuse .  There  have  been  no  fires  on  the  tip  and  appropriate  action 
has  been  taken  in  order  to  avoid  nuisances  arising  from  infestation  by 
vermin,  flies  and  crickets. 

A  resolution  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
prescribing  the  size  and  capacity  of  dustbins  and  approving  the  British 
Standard  Dustbin  has  been  passed  by  the  Council  and  there  is  a  Byelaw 
in  force  prohibiting  the  deposit  of  liquid  matter  in  dustbins. 

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  bulky  articles  of  house¬ 
hold  refuse  (mattresses,  arm  chairs,  etc.)  on  request,  free  of  charge.

Under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts,  the  Council  is  empowered 
to  require  the  repair,  closure  or  demolition  of  certain  properties,  and 
also  to  assist  financially  in  the  improvement  of  property.  Several 
houses  were  repaired  by  owners  following  informal  action  by  the  Council 
under  the  provision  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

Three  houses  in  the  Stanstead  Abbots  No.  1  Clearance  Area  were 
demolished  and  another  three  vacated. 

Two  houses  were  demolished  following  demolition  orders  being  made, 
two  Closing  Orders  were  made,  and  undertakings  not  to  re-let  for 
habitation  were  accepted  in  respect  of  another  three  houses. 

Following  extensive  works  of  repair  and  renovation  to  six  houses, 
undertakings  not  to  re-let  for  habitation  were  determined. 

Forty  one  properties  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  improvement 
grants,  an  increase  of  fourteen  over  the  previous  year.

9  sites  have  individual  caravans  and  2  sites,  The  Duke  of  Wellington 
Public  House,  Barwick,  and  24,  High  Street,  Puckeridge ,  have  20  and  25 
caravans  respectively. 

At  Pye  House  there  is  a  caravan  site  for  winter  quarters  for  members 
of  the  Showmen’s  Guild,  This  site  is  exempted  from  the  licensing 
conditions  of  the  Act  but  conditions  regarding  the  standards  of  hygiene 
and  sanitary  arrangements  are  incorporated  into  the  permission  which  has 
to  be  obtained  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts, 

Informal  action  was  taken  by  the  department  to  remove  caravans  from 
isolated  sites  in  the  area  that  had  not  been  licensed  by  the  Coiincil. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act^  1963 

This  Act  requires  that  any  premises  used  for  boarding  dogs  or  cats 
should  be  licensed  with  the  Council  and  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
laid  down  in  the  license  to  ensure  that  suitable  accommodation  ia 
provided  and  to  prevent  spread  of  disease , 

Four  establishments  were  licensed  with  the  Council,  two  for  dogs 
and  two  for  cats.  Regular  visits  have  been  made;  no  action  was 
required.

Rodent  Control 


The  Council  employ  a  part-time  operator  who  is  engaged  on  rodent 
control  three  mornings  per  week. 

The  Town  and  Country  Pest  Service  at  Royston  are  on  contract  to 
the  Council  to  carry  out  control  treatment  at  the  refuse  tip  and  Standon 
and  Dane  End  Sewage  Works.  This  firm  is  also  employed  by  many  farmers 
in  the  area. 

In  the  autumn  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture ,  Fisheries  and  Food 
organised  a  drive  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  rat  population,  particularly 
on  farms,  and  asked  for  the  support  and  co-operation  of  local  authorities. 

A  circular  letter  was  therefore  sent  to  116  occupiers  of 
agricultural  and  allied  land  pointing  out  the  occupiers'  responsibilities 
and  requesting  completion  of  a  questionnaire  designed  to  find  out  the 
action  which  occupiers  take  to  rid  their  land  of  rats.  The  response  was 
very  good,  100  questionnaires  being  returned.  From  these  it  was  found 
that  JO  occupiers  have  contracts  with  pest  destruction  firms  and  the 
others  take  suitable  action  themselves,  principally  by  using  poison. 

It  had  been  intended  to  visit  the  premises  from  which  no 
questionnaire  was  returned,  but  owing  to  a  serious  epidemic  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease  at  that  time  it  was  felt  inadvisable  to  visit  farms  unless 
absolutely  necessary.
